way# Are L ikely to Be Tied 
EP Today. 


Cleveland, June IO.—Two-thirds of 
the street railway lines of the city will 
iii all probability be tied up today. The 
Cleveland Electric Street Railroad com­ 
pany, embracing the Euclid avenue, 
Cedar avenue, Central avenue, Broad­ 
way, Brooklyn, Southside, 
Scranton 
avenue aud three or four other smaller 
divisions of the system refused to recog­ 
nize the union of the street railway 
moil and this means a strike.

W ashington, June IO.—Ex-State Sen­ 
ator Theodore F . Davis of Ohio, both a 
producer aud a reft lier of pretroleum, 
located at Marietta, gave testimony be­ 
fore the industrial commission which 
dealt with the operations of the Stand­ 
ard Oil trust and the Argand Oil com­ 
pany.

P h il a d e l p h i a , J u n e IO.— At a special 
meeting of the board of directors of the 
Pennsylvania railroad A. J. Cassatt of 
this city was elected president to suc­ 
ceed the late Frank Thomson. 
James McCrea of Pittsburg, first vice 
president, was chosen a member of the 
board of directors to till the vacancy 
created by Mr. Cassatt’s election to the 
presidency. 
Mr. Cassatt’s elevation to the presi­ 
dency of the groat corporation with 
which he had been connected for so 
many years, caused surprise in railroad 
and financial circles, as it had been by 
many anticipated that First Vice Presi­ 
dent Green or one of the other vice 
presidents would secure the honor. The 
lx*ard of directors, however, were unan­ 
imously of the opinion that the emer­ 
gency cauked by th*' sudden death of 
Mr. Thomson could best be met by Mr. 
Cassatt, aud that gentleman, after some 
hesitation, concluded to accept the re­ 
sponsibility. 
Mr. Cassatt is conceded oil all sides 
to be the man best fitted for the posi­ 
tion 
Like Mr. Thomson he has been 
connected with the road since his boy­ 
hood and has a thorough knowledge of 
the road, its resources and business. 
in lXN'J lie resigned as first vice presi­ 
dent of t In* company, but was subse- 
I quently induced to become a director 
j and since then he lias taken a most 
active* interest in the affairs of the com­ 
pany. occupying in fact the position of 
managing director or “ power behind 
tin* throne.” 
It* is no disparagement of Mr. Thom­ 
son’s ability or power to say that Mr. 
Cassatt’s authority iii the management 
of the road was equal to that of the 
late president. 
So that, iii view of this 
fact, Mr. Cassatt is no stranger to the 
duties that he will lie called upon to 
perform in his new position. 
Mr. Cas­ 
satt is perhaps the best known railroad 
man in the country aud he will un­ 
doubtedly be a leader in trunk line 
councils. 
The election to a directorship of 
James McCrea, who has charge of the 
lines west of Pittsburg, brings to the 
board a strong railroad man to take the 
place of Mr. Cassatt in that Ixxly. 
Alexander Johnston Cassatt was born 
in Pittsburg Dec. 8, 1839. 
His father, 
Robert S. Cassatt, was for a number of 
years closely identified with the finan­ 
cial aud industrial Interests of Western 
Pennsylvania and was the first mayor 
of Allegheny City. 
A. J. Cassatt received his primary 
education in the schools of Pittsburg, 
took a liberal course in the famous Uni­ 
versity of Heidelberg, in Germany, aud 
in I Holt graduated as a civil engineer 
from the Reiisslaer Polytechnic college 
at Troy, N. Y. 
In I HH I he settled in 
Philadelphia, was appointed a roadman 
on the Philadelphia division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. Two years later 
he was made an assistant engineer, and 
in 1884, when the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road assumed control of the Philadel­ 
phia and Erie road, Mr. Cassatt was 
transferred to Renova, Pa., aud ap­ 
pointed resident engineer of the middle 
division. 
Later he was appointed manager in 
charge of the Warren aud Franklin 
railroad, a branch road in the oil regions, 
aud afterward was made assistant gen­ 
eral superintendent of the Philadelphia 
and Erie railroad. 
In 18(ifi Mr. Cassatt 
was transferred to Williamsport, with 
the title of superintendent of motive 
power and machinery of the Philadel­ 
phia and Erie, aud in 1807 he was ap­ 
pointed to the like position on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, with headquar­ 
ters at Altoona. 
In 1870 he was made 
general superintendent and in 1871, 
when the Pennsylvania road leased the 
United Railroads of New Jersey, he 
was appointed general manager of all 
the Pennsylvania lines. 
After the death of the president, J. 
Edgar Thomson, a reorganization of the 
higher officials beearn** necessary, ami 
in 1874 Mr. Cassatt was advanced to the 
position of third vice president, which 
office he held until 1*880. when, upon 
the retirement of President Scott and 
the accessit rn to the presidency of Mr. 
I 
Roberts, lie became first vice president, j 
In September. 1882, he resigned his high 
office and retired to private life, but a 
few years later he was induced to accept 
a seat in tile directory of tin* company, 
and remained a member of the board 
until his elevation to the presidency.

W a s h i n g t o n , June IO.— Ex-State Sen­ 
ator Theodore F. Davis of Ohio, both a 
producer and a refiner of pretroleuin, 
located at Marietta, gave testimony be­ 
ton* the industrial commission which 
dealt with the operations of the Stand­ 
ard Oil trust and tile Argand Oil com­ 
pany. 
He complained of the discrimin­ 
ations of the railroad companies, saying 
that the managers of some of the roads 
wert* interested in rival companies and 
the other companies were so favored 
that his company had lieoti compelled to 
suspeud business. 
This discrimination 
was also practiced by the pi in* lines 
against producers who did not control 
these lines. 
Lu such eases they were 
also unable to secure fair rates from rail­ 
roads, forcing the conclusion that the 
railroad companies were concerned for 
the success of pipe linos. 
Mr. Davis said that the Standard com­ 
pany had been able to come into tile con­ 
trol of most- of the producing area aud this 
was accomplished through co-operating 
companies, 
lie said that as a refiner he 
had purchased considei 
*ie oil from the 
Standard company amt that it was the 
cast inn of the Standard company to 
charge up its losses of oil by fire, leak­ 
age, etc., in any giveu district to the 
purchasers iii that district, distributing 
tin* loss among them, 
tie also said that 
the Standard company had such close 
relations writh the railroad companies 
and so completely controlled the mar­ 
kets as to render it almost impracticable 
for any other refiner to enter upon the 
manufacture of such 
bi-products, as 
lubricating oil. 
Ut* stated that on one occasion a ship­ 
ping clerk of his firm had been ap­ 
proached by t he Standard company aud 
offered money for information as to the 
business of the concern. 
This scheme 
had failed, owing to the fidelity of the 
clerk, but the firm became satisfied 
that the Standard company had in­ 
formation of every barrel shipped by 
his house. 
Every shipment was followed up aud 
the consignees approached with offers 
of oil at lower rates. 
The competitors 
also resorted to duplicating his brands 
and sending out under them inferior 
articles of oil. 
The coiiqietitiou had at 
last liecome so fierce that his house had 
been conqielled to go out of business. 
Mr. Davis was followed by Mr. T. U. 
Westgate, an oil refiner at Titusville, 
Pa. 
Among other companies iu which 
lit* is interested is the Pure Oil com­ 
pany. 
Ile said that iii both Now York 
aud Philadelphia the Standard com­ 
pany iiad reduced the price of oil iuitne- 
dint ly upon his company entering the 
field, and that owing to this reduction 
oils were now being sold iii both mar­ 
kets at prices which render the business 
unprofitable. 
Mr. Davis related some 
of the particulars of his competition 
with the Standard company, saying 
that tile Stindard managers kept a 
strict account of all the oil sent out by 
rivals. 
His company was in the habit 
of protecting customers where neces­ 
sary. 
His general policy was to try to get 
only a small percentage of the business 
iii each place, and he had found that so 
long as lie pursued this plan prices could 
be held nj), but that if he endeavored to 
increase the quantity prices were imme­ 
diately reduced with the intention of 
driving him out of the field. Mr. West­ 
gate had no doubt that the Standard 
company knew each morning just what 
his shipments had been the day before. 
He could not say that the railroads sup­ 
plied the information, but he knew that 
it did uot go from his own office. 
He 
also told of instances iii which the 
Standard company had made (efforts to 
entice his men from him and also of 
threats in cases where tin* competition 
was sharper than the Standard com­ 
pany enjoyed. 
Mr. Westgate said the railroads had 
been very careful about giving rebates 
since the interstate commerce law ’s e n ­ 
actment, 
but In* was satisfied they 
favored the Standard company by un- 
derbiliing, and ho cited instances con­ 
vincing witness that there was an un­ 
derstanding fietween the railroad com­ 
panies and the Standard, 
By this and 
changes in freight rates so as to suit the 
purposes of the Standard and injure its 
rivals %the field of independent opera­ 
tors wan being steadily reduced. 
Rail­ 
roads did not seek the trade of the inde­ 
pendent companies which, if favored as 
the Standard was, could prosecute a 
fiercer competition.

collecting a tax or license of $1 from 
every bicyclist. Licenses must be is­ 
sued for one year from J une 1.

money is collected by the auditor who 
issues a metal tag which must be at­ 
tached to the front forks of the bicycle 
showing that the license has been paid. 
Money thus collected goes into a bicycle 
fund which is used by the commissioners 
in constructing and repairing bicycle 
paths along and at the side of country 
roads.

Miss Clara Barton, president of the 
American National Red Cross, under 
date of Havana, May 24, has written 
to Major General J . R. Brooke, thank­ 
ing him warmly for his co-operation in 
the wijrk of relieving the 
distress 
among the reconcentrados and giving 
an account of the work the Red Cross 
was doing in Cuba, says the New York 
Sun. In this letter Miss Barton says: ^ 
‘‘I found on my arrival here, May 5 
that our field agent. Dr. J . B. Hubbell. 
was at work in the vicinity of Gnines, 
with a small force of practical women 
nurses and a Cuban physician. Dr. 
Carbarelle of this city, as assistant, es­ 
tablishing, or rather, in common par­ 
lance we would say, 
‘making 
up’ 
asylums in thi various towns along 
that secti<m of the country, taking only 
the full orphans of reconcentrados found 
running about the town without shel­ 
ter, food, clothes, a place to sleep or a 
person to care for them, begging at the 
station of travelers as they passed until 
one stepped down from a car with diffi 
culty; unfit tobe seen and unsafe to 
touoh.' The first move w’as to call the 
attention of the mayor and municipal 
authorities to the subject; each saw 
the fearful condition, but no one conld 
see a way out of it. They were too poor, 
too tired, too long suffering and dis­ 
couraged to start anything of them­ 
selves. 
It w'as one of those cases where 
an impetus must be given, where a 
little help meant much; like the stone 
on the brow of a hill, once loosened 
and touched, it would roll itself. 
‘‘A house of sufficient size on the 
outskirts of the town, with land for a 
garden or greater cultivation, is first 
asked for and readily fonnd and given 
free, disinfected, whitewashed, made 
thoroughly clean, safe and useful; the 
number of children ascertained, a dor­ 
mitory of clean canvas cots, 
with 
sheets, pillows and blankets arranged 
by the nurses, a kitchen provided with 
cooking utensils, a dining room (gener­ 
ally with homemade 
tables), cups, 
plates, knives, forks and spoons for all. 
‘‘A small shipment of supplies is, or 
rather has been, sent from our ware­ 
house in Havana or Santa Clara of food, 
unmade clothing in the material—cali­ 
co, gingham, cotton and jean. 
The 
children are gathered up, 
or, more 
properly, gather themselves up, in the 
strange hope that something has come 
for them, 
taken into 
their 
home, 
washed, treated for their sores and 
cutaneous diseases, 
their filthy and 
dangerous rags burned until no cloth­ 
ing is left, when, if no other made gar­ 
ments are at hand, they are put into 
bed till the ladies of the town, who 
flock joyfully with their needles and 
sewing machines, can make the neces­ 
sary one garment for each child, which 
takes them out of bed clean and whole­ 
some. 
The second day always finds 
them all up. dressed, fed, clean and 
happy. 
Sometimes there are not over 
30, in other places 75 or 80. 
"The people of the town are so de­ 
lighted with the change that they can­ 
not do enough to help it along. The 
women, and especially the young ladies, 
volunteer the making and mending of 
their clothes and go consecutively and 
teach and assist them in the work of 
the home, for they will largely do their 
own work under instructions. 
The 
farmers volunteer to plow the gardens 
and more land when needed and assist 
them in planting the small seeds, such 
as children can do; we send the seed of 
the best quality, spades, shovels, hoes, 
etc., and often good widowed mothers 
go to live with and help them. 
Next a 
loom is arranged for the school, and 
the sight that one sees through tears 
is these little waifs of misfortune sit­ 
ting on tlieir rude benches, all anima­ 
tion, pointing out to each other the big 
letters in the little primer, trying to 
pronounce them correctly and plainly, 
poor little God forsaken creatures that 
two days before were running 
the 
streets, a blight to themselves and a 
terror to others, now taken in, cared 
for, a whole town their patrons and 
protectors, to he loved and cherished as 
its own, as indeed they are, and to be- 
c« .)ine a part of it, for these townspeople 
will never desert or abandon them. 
"During seven days 1 was with Dr. 
Hubbell’s party vi.siting Cienfuegos, 
Santa Clara and Sagua. 
Meanwhile I 
saw between 4U0 and 500 of these little 
waifs picked up in smaller towns by 
our people, put into asylums made by 
them in the time, and I left knowing 
that the next two weeks would double 
the number and that the end of the 
third week over a thousand of these 
heretofore helpless creatures would be 
safe in homes, happy, clean, well fed, 
instructed, and, best of all, at work 
and learning how to work. 
"I fear that none of us will be able 
to fully tell how helpful we are finding 
the officers of the army, who seem to 
be striving to carry out the wishes of 


mine. 
Among tuem are oia irienas oi 
the civil war General Wilson and Colo­ 
nel Noyes, whose generous assistance in 
plain rations is enabling us to push on 
the work. The great need is for canvas 
cots, as we caniiut make the first move 
toward an asylum without beds. 
It is 
scarcely possible to answer the requests 
for asylums, now that they begin to 
kiiow of them Nothing is ever refused 
or withheld by any man, woman or 
child. The young ladies of the towns 
are banding together to help bring up 
these children. 
It is touching to see 
bow these crushed people needed en- 
fourageiuent, for the a‘*tnai help given 
is really very small 
Ihey are largely 
doing it themselveH with the co-opera­ 
tion of the army, with only such as it 
has in abundance, and is dealing out to 
all 
With that help and onrs I believe 
that eight months will see these thou­ 
sands of orphan childitn in a hopeful 
way to a large degree of self support, 
under the supervising care of the towns 
where their lot has fallen. 
I believe 
they will not prove a burden, but a help 
to those depleted communities, and the 
people themselves feel the same. 
"Assistance in the common rations

The great need is for canvas 
cots, as we cannot make the first move 
toward an asylum w ithout beds. 
It is 
scarcely possible to answer the requests 
for asylums, now th at they begin to 
know of them N othing is ever refused 
or withheld by any man, woman or 
child. 
The yonng ladies of the towns 
are banding together to help bring up 
these children. 
It is touching to see 
bow these crushed people needed en­ 
couragement, for the actual help given 
is really very small. 
They are largely 
doing it themselves w ith the co-opera­ 
tion of the army, w ith only such as it 
has in abundance, and is dealing out to 
all. 
W ith th at help and ours I believe 
th at eight months will see these thou­ 
sands of orphan children in a hopeful 
way to a large degree of self support, 
under the supervising care of the towns 
where their lot has fallen.

Carbarelle of this city, as assistant, es­ 
tablishing, or rather, in common par­ 
lance we would say,

up’ 
asylums in th* various towns along 
that section of the country, taking only 
the full orphans of reconcentrados found 
running about the town without shel­ 
ter. food, clothes, a place to sleep or a 
person to care for them, begging at the 
station of travelers as they passed until 
one stepped down from a car with diffi 
culty; unfit to be seen and unsafe to 
touch. 
The first move was to call the 
attention of the mayor and municipal 
authorities to the subject; each saw 
the fearful condition, but no one could 
see a way out of it. They were too poor, 
too tired, too long suffering and dis­ 
couraged to start anything of them­ 
selves. 
It was one of those cases where 
an impetus must be given, where a 
little help meant much; like the stone 
on the brow of a hill, once loosened 
and touched, it would roll itself. 
"A house of sufficient size on the 
outskirts of the town, with land for a 
garden or greater cnltivation, is first 
asked for and readily found and given 
free, disinfected, whitewashed, made 
thoroughly clean, safe and useful; the 
number of children ascertained, a dor­ 
mitory of clean canvas cots, 
with 
sheets, pillows and blankets arranged 
by the nurses, a kitchen provided with 
cooking utensils, a dining room (gener­ 
ally with homemade 
tables), caps, 
plates, knives, forks and spoons for all. 
"A small shipment of supplies is, or 
rather has been, sent from our ware­ 
house in Havana or Santa Clara of food, 
unmade clothing in the material—cali­ 
co, gingham, cotton and jean. 
The 
children are gathered up, 
or, more 
properly, gather themselves up, in the 
strange hope that something has come 
for them, 
taken into 
their home, 
washed, treated for their sores and 
cutaneous diseases, 
their filthy and 
dangerous rags burned until no cloth­ 
ing is left, when, if no other made gar­ 
ments are at hand, they are put into 
bed till the ladies of the town, who 
dock joyfully with their needles and 
sewing machines, can make the neces­ 
sary one garment for each child, which 
takes them out of bed clean and whole­ 
some.

But 
it is whispered that her commander, 
Captain J. M. Hemphill, has sworn to 
make the return trip in less than 40 
days, 
for Captain Hemphill

ship will transport. 
Lieutenant G. W. Logan, navigator 
of the Buffalo, modestly acknowledged 
that the "sweetheart ship” would soon 
set forth, but added, with a sigh, that 
he feared he would be relieved from 
duty before the auspicious day. 
" I t ’s 
pretty hard,’’ said he, "for I know I 
could make each one of those young 
women feel thoroughly at home long 
before we got to Manila! 
However, 
there are others!” And with philosoph­ 
ical resignation the dapper officer show­ 
ed his caller over the ship. 
In pleasing detail Lieutenant Logan 
told how the Buffalo was launched in 
1893; how she became the crack ship of 
the Morgan line, and how she was sold 
within a few months to Charles R. 
Flint for the constitutional govern­ 
ment of Brazil, then at war with the 
rebel, Admiral Mello. 
Renamed the Nictheroy, the "sweet­ 
heart ship,” sailed for Brazil. She car­ 
ried a formidable armament, chief of 
which was a 15 inch dynamite gun. So 
fearsome was she that the rebel fleet 
capitulated as soon as she hove in sight. 
At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war the United States gov­ 
ernment 
purchased 
the 
Nictheroy, 
rechristened ber the Buffalo, and or­ 
dered her home. She left Rio de Janeiro 
on May 5, 1898, convoyed by the Ore­ 
gon and Marietta, and for many days 
no one knew her fate. 
But she dodged 
the Spanish fleet and reached Newport 
News on June 7, safe and sound. There 
she was thoroughly overhauled, and 
has done excellent work for the navy. 
The fair passengers who will sail on 
the Buffalo will be glad to hear that 
"she is a fine seagoing vessel, takes 
very little water and is not inclined to 
roll.” So says her designer, Horace 
fie*.—New York Journal.

The 
League and Sunday school are powerful 
for good in aiding the development of 
child character. 
High ideals are necessary. We must 
have clear conceptions of what a good 
child is. The notion that to be a good 
boy one must of necessity lack life and 
spirit and either be a sickly prig or a 
morbid monstrosity, if it eyer prevailed. 
is now no longer influential. A vigor­ 
ous physique, bright mental powers and 
genuine piety are now known to be 
mutually helpful, and the best kind of 
a boy and girl combines the three. 
There are at least five qualities which 
need cultivation in every child. 
First.—Obedience to law must be in­ 
sisted upon. This means in the earliest 
years obedience to parents, teachers and 
all who are superiors in position. Then 
comes the recognition of law as back of 
their authority aud submission to the 
right as necessary. 
Second. —Reverence follows obedience. 
Lack of these leads to crime. The babe 
in the cradle must and will learn these 
principles, in fact, as quickly as love is 
learned by the mother’s kiss, or else dis­ 
obedience aud irreverence grow rapid­ 
ly. The baby fist and cry are signs of 
the baby spirit which needs direction. 
Third. —Self reliance or trustful* tss of 
one s own powers of mind and body and 
soul must come after the training of 
subjection to rightful authority. 
Fourth. —Self control is as essential to 
character as the governor is to the steam 
engine. 
Without it, self reliance may 
lead to fatal explosions. 
Fifth. —Self sacrifice comes last as the 
crowning grace and power. It is willing 
direction of all powers for another a 
good It makes the heroic companion on 
the ball ground and in danger of all 
kinds.

H arry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 
Record’s correspondent in the field be­ 
fore Calnnipit, P. I., w riting nuder 
date of April 25 about the Tw entieth 
Kansas regiment, says: 
This is the story of the Tw entieth 
Kansas and how th at regim ent charged 
an intrenchnient filled with Filipinos, 
got across the Q ningna river and drove 
the insurgents back to the next strong­ 
hold 
It is not the first or the second 
tim e the Kansas boys have got w hat 
they went for. and they went in like 
veterans. 
We lay in the dry bed of a 
creek th at made the firing line from 6 
o’clock on. but no big advance was 
made until IO o’clock, when the arm ­ 
ored train came down the track 
its one 6 pound gun—a gun th at had 
done duty on the transport Sheridan, 
firing salutes at the sun as the flag 
came down at retreat—two Hotchkiss 
guns and a G atling. The Utah battery 
was over on the right w ith General 
Hale, who was given tim e to make a 
flank movement. The Kansas boys were 
peeping through the trees where theie 
was an opening, and grimly they sat 
there, too, keeping ears open for an or­ 
der. 
Colonel Funston, the son of the 
“ former 
congressman” 
from 
Allen 
county, stood near his horse cracking 
his riding boot w ith his whip. 
Then the 6 inch gun opened the fight 
on the Am erican side. 
The Filipinos 
had been tiring toward us for 15 m in­ 
utes, and L ieutenant Bridges, in com­ 
mand of th at train, sent the first shot. 
Incidentally the dust flew from the 
trench down the track and a cheer went 
up before the report of the piece had 
died from the ears of the men in the 
ravine. 
Again and again th at long, 
black piece rang up the echoes. 
Then 
the rapid tire came into range and be­ 
gan its belching. But when the G atling 
began to purr the Kansas boys were 
ready for their charge across th a open. 
General Hale got his U tah battery iii 
position on the extrem e right and be­ 
gan throw ing shells into the enemy s 
camp. 
Now, there should not have 
been trouble for those Filipinos, even 
then, because their intrenchm ents were 
very strong, but the shells evidently 
brought fear to the hearts of the daik 
skinned fighters. 
Then it was th at Colonel Funston 
said, “ Come on boye, ” and they w an t­ 
ed no second invitation. 
Out into the 
open they went, 
w ith the G atling 
throw ing bullets over their heads aud 
the 6 pounder and the Hotchkiss h u rl­ 
ing heavy pieces far into the trenches. 
It is a long way across th at cornfield, 
and the corn was not past the second 
plowing. 
The tracks left there are evi­ 
dence th at there was no hesitancy in 
the attack. 
Colonel Funston led them 
on folly half a mile, when they came 
right in the face of a fire directed point 
black at them from the trenches.

■nd when enough were there to make a 
.company they went up the bank around 
the edge of the trench** and sent a 


flanking tire down along the nainnoo 
embankment The Filipinos tied toward 
(general Hale, and the Colorado boys 
Fi'i Colonel Funston held the trench— 
tile first luau across the river of Quin- 
gua and the first man into the Filipino 
stronghold 
Where the reserve lay. as this is 
written on this 25th day of April, the 
ground is covered with empty shells. 
and Captain Russell of the signal corps 
has his tent pitched where one firing 
squad “ pumped lead 
He has to push 
the shells to one side to make a com ­ 
fortable place to spread his blanket. So 
it is in every depression along that 
t>« ut and wherever a bit of protection 
filtered in the field. 
Iii some places 
there is a trail of shells across that 
field of growing corn. 
The Filipinos find and left bombproof 
retreats which did not show the mark 
of a bullet. They fled before those Kan- 
•a* boys from trenches which a civilized 
army never would have left and would 
have held against a mighty force. 
But 
Filipinos do not fight that way. 
They 
are building a trail of breastworks far 
into the uorth and retreat from one to 
the next as they must. 
After all was 
)V»*r and General Hale and the Nebraska 
(toys had plunged through the river at 
the right and had taken possession of 
tile mile of earthworks along that side 
the Kansas colonel thought he might 
put on dry clothes. So he slid down the 
iron girder of the broken bridge span; 
swung his boat around as a ferry and 
climbed up to the bridge and a crowd 
of admiring friends.

handclapping and no handshaking just 
then.

Genera l King arrived at San Fran 
Gsco recently from Manila. 
The other 
[lay he wrote tor the New York Journal 
thè following account of hi.s own ex­ 
periences in the Philipines; 
it is iny intention now to speak of 
the Eighth army corps and my connec­ 
tion with it at Manila. 
You may re- 
uieuiber that I had been side track ed, as 
would say , and k ept for ten w’eek s 
at Honolulu, to my intense disgust, so 
that it was November, and the failing 
end of it, before I reached Manila and 
assigned to duty in coniiiiaud of 
the First brigade of the First division 
At that time the Eighth corps was 
made up alincst entirely of volunteers. 
The Fourteenth and Twenty -third were 
the only regiments of regular infantry 
There were six troops, Fourth cavalry , 
two light batteries of the Sixth and a 
foot battalion of the Third artillery 
With this exception the entire organi 
zaticn wa.« made nii of volunteers from 
the far western states, and the very 
tirst thing That I noticed was how well 
fed. sturdy and strong the men look ed. 
When I .joined, the corps was or­ 
ganized into two divisions. General 
Andersen commanding the first, on tlm 
south side of the Pasig river, and (zen 
eral MacArthur commanding the sec 
ond, on the north side. 
As the senior 
if the brigade commanders 1 was given 
cnnmiand of the First division and 
found the line which I was to occupy 
and defend, in the event of possible 
bostilities. extended from the village of 
Pandacan, on the Pasig river east of 
Manila, along the 
winding estuary 
k nown as the Tripa de Gallina until 
the extreme right of my line connected 
with the left of the Second brigade at 
block house No. 12. 
Even before Christmas the situation 
was strained, and it was easy to see 
that trouble was coming. 
The line be­ 
tween the so called insurgent territory 
and the limits of Manila was the mid­ 
dle of that little estuary in my front, 
but the peculiarity of the situation was 
this The insurgents were free to come 
and go, 
passing and repassing the 
bridge at will, wandering all about our 
lines, watching every thing we did, vis­ 
iting their tamilies who lived in the 
villages of Pandacan and the suburbs 
of Manila, in the rear of my position, 
whereas we were not permitted to cross 
that bridge. 
Little by little the demeanor of the 
insurgents became more insolent. 
In 
order to convince them of friendly in­ 
tentions we were ordered to treat them 
vfith the utmost consideration. 
Our 
men were required to salute their offi­ 
cers, and it was not long before the 
junior officers of the insurgents re- 
eponded to these salutes with most inso­ 
lent gestnre.s and jeering 
laughter, 
much to the exasperation of our sol- 
diera 
Block house 11, the salient of my line, 
f^tood 100 y ards back of the so called 
Eoncordia bridge, bey ond which, near­ 
ly a mile away , lay the important vil­ 
lage of Santa Ana, which was the head­ 
quarters of General Ricarte, who was 
in the immediate command of the bri­ 
gade in our front, while the command­ 
er of the insurgent division of that 
7one, as they termed it. was the re­ 
doubtable Pio del Pilar. 
It was about the 20th of the month 
that we heard of the action of the in- 
^ur^rent chiefs at Maloios, authorizing 
-U'uinaldo— in fact, calling upon him— 
to open 'War againt the Americans, 
It 
^’a.s Well understood that this was due 
t ' the persistent efforts of his war min- 
I'ter, Mabini, and I am bound to say 
« nat the news was hailed with relief 
njost of our officers and men, for the 
ong strain had become very try ing 
^ hud snhmitted patiently to all man- 
of in.solence, loy ally carry ing out 
our erders to avoid by every po.ssible 
‘H'lay of jtatience and good nature

At hiist four sin 11s hur.sf in 
m at space within ten minntes. hut they 
came from ;i light battery , far over to 
the north, in G.-neral Mju'Arthnr’s di­ 
vision 
They Were aimed ;it a church 
ever on the opjiosite bank of the Piisig. 
iuid. Hy ing iiigh. lit in Sant.a Ana 
On Feb. s the great ,‘ind populous 
towns of l*a-ig and 
the villages of 
Paleios ioiO 'ijiguig, at the head of the 
river, sent .fUt their head men, as tliey 
were termed, to snrren.ler to me. 
My 
line then < xtended nearly six miles 
iilong the Pasig, and when the defense 
line, which was to be intrenched, was 
finally established by the division com­ 
mander. it extended 
from the river 
midway between San Pedro Macati 
and Giiadaln|ie church, a mile away , 
swinging over the heights and across 
njion ricefields until it communicated 
with the left jf Ovenshine’s line to­ 
ward the village of Passay . 
Then it was necessary to heavily re­ 
enforce (Treiieral M acAithur’s division 
north of Manila in order to enable it to 
advance against heavy intrenchments 
and capture Caljocan and Maloios, and 
presently the First brigade was reduced 
to almost one-half its original propor­ 
tions. 
Then we had anxious day s and 
nights, for the long, thin line could 
readily have been pierced at any point 
by a well led force of determined men 
Night and day the insurgents attack ­ 
ed. so there was little sleep for officers 
or men. 
But they seemed to lack the 
nerve to come to close quarters and 
contented themselves with a heavy fire 
from their Mansers and Remingtons 
Four times I received dispatches from 
headquarters telling me that an attack 
would certainly occur between 10 p. m 
and daw n: but, except a few sharp 
sk irmishes, no really serious engage­ 
ment occurred on my front after the 
attack in force on the 26th of Febru­ 
ary . That was repulsed with the great­ 
est ease. However, the lines, once estab­ 
lished. were intrenched as rapidly as 
our men could work and strengthened 
night after night and soon became so 
formidable that we were able to hold 
without y ielding an inch. 
But it was 
wearing work . 
Their 
sharpshooters 
were hidden in trees on both sides of the 
river and all around Guadalupe church. 
Day and night they k ept up a con­ 
stant peppering along, the line, even 
behind our trenches. 
Officers and men 
were wounded, the loss in my brigade 
averaging 
i w o a day from these as­ 
saults of an unseen enemy . 
All this 
time, too. the insurgents were gaining 
re-enforcements, until the number in 
front far exceeded the defenders of 
the American line, and it was a great 
relief to every body when the troops lie- 
gan to arrive, bringing the great regi­ 
ments of regulars from the States. 
There was one case where a terrible 
vengeance was wreak ed on a body of 
Filipinos who raised the white flag and 
held up their arms in tok en of sur­ 
render and then shot .lown the first of 
our men who r.an forward to receive their 
arms. Few of that party were left alive 
Moreover, they were guilty more than 
once of the old Indian trick of luring 
us out by di>play ing a flag of truce and 
then firing on onr exposed men. 
Upon o n e occasion this happened al­ 
most within plain view of Hay .;;tack 
k nell, where Major White of the Ninth 
Dak otas saw a Filipino officer, with one 
or two men bearing aloft a white flag, 
coming forward toward him. and he 
immediately took a small party with a 
white flag and went forward baff way 
to meet them. No sooner was W bite s 
little detachment well out in the open 
in front of our defense than concealed 
insurgents in the thick ets opened fire 
upon them They used the churches for 
arsenals, storing their arms and ammu­ 
nition under the altars. They fired from 
the sanctuary upon our wounded being 
borne to the rear 
Yet in many way s those little 
men command my admiration.

to spatter aViout us and managed to 
k eep UH awak e most of the time. Then, 
again, we often lost our men on ac­ 
count of the thinness of the lines. This 
necessitated tlie abandonment of thi 
ground we had already tak en from the 
enemy , and we would have tc fight 
again over the same ground when the 
enemy collected on our front. 
“ But there was really some very hard 
fighting at close quarters at times.

recall that one of our men had his 
thumb bitten off Viy a native, whom be 
at length succeeded in k illing.

storming the 
trenches at Lal.mia church. ThePhili])- 
pine trenches are work s of art, indicat­ 
ing that there are many exiierienced 
engineers among the ¡nsurgents.

General King Relates His Expe­ 


riences In the Philippines. 
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Very 
Anxious 


A d m i r e I n t h e F i l i p i n o s . 


General King arrived at San Fran 
cisco recently from M anila. 
The other 
day he wrote for the New York Jonrnal 
the following account of his own ex­ 
periences in the Philipines: 
It is my intention now to speak of 
the Eighth arm y corps and my connec­ 
tion with it at Manila. 
Yon may re­ 
member that I had been side tracked, as 
We would say, and kept for ten weeks 
at Honolulu, to my intense disgust, so 
that it was November, and the failing 
end of it, before I reached Manila and 
was assigned to duty in command of 
the First brigade of the F irst division 
At that tim e the Eighth corps was 
made up almost entirely of volunteers. 
The Fourteenth and T w enty-third were 
the only regim ents of regular infantry 
There were six troops, Fourth cavalry. 
two light batteries of the Sixth and a 
foot battalion of the Third artillery 
With this exception the entire organi­ 
zation was made up of volunteers from 
the far western states, and the very 
first thing that I noticed was how well 
fed, sturdy and strong the men looked. 
When I joined, the corps was or­ 
ganized into two divisions. General 
Andersen commanding the first, on the 
south side of the Pasig river, and Gen 
era] MacArthur comm anding the sec 
ond, on the north side. 
As the senior 
cf the brigade comm anders I was given 
command of the First division and 
found the line which I was to occupy 
and defend, in the event of possible 
hostilities, extended from the village of 
Pandacan, on the Pasig river east of 
Manila, along the 
w inding estuary 
known as the Tripa de Gallina until 
the extreme rig h t of my line connected 
with the left of the Second brigade at 
blockhouse No. 12. 
Even before Christm as the sitnation 
was strained, and it was easy to see 
that trouble was coming. 
The line be­ 
tween the so called insurgent territory 
and the limits of M anila was the m id­ 
dle of that little estuary in my front, 
but the peculiarity of the situation was 
this The insurgents were free to come 
and go, passing and repassing the 
bridge at will, w andering all about cur 
lines, watching everything we did, vis­ 
iting their tam ilies who lived in the 
villages of Pandacan and the suburbs 
of Manila, in the rear of my position, 
whereas we were not perm itted to cross 
that bridge. 
Little by little the demeanor of the 
insurgents became more insolent. 
In 
order to convince them of friendly in­ 
tentions we were ordered to treat them 
with the utm ost consideration. 
Our 
men were required to salute their offl 
cera, and it was not long before the 
junior officers of the insurgents re­ 
sponded to these salutes w ith most inso­ 
lent gestures and jeering 
laughter, 
much to the exasperation of our sol 
diera 
Blockhouse l l , the salient of my line 
*tood IOO yards back of the so callet 
Concordia bridge, beyond which, near

Then it was necessary to heavily re 
enforce General M acA rthur^ division 
north of Manila in order to enable it to 
advance against heavy intreuchm ents 
aud capture Caljucan and Malolos, anc 
presently the First brigade was reduced 
to almost one-half its original propor­ 
tions. 
Then we had anxious days and 
nights, for the long, thin line could 
readily have been pierced at any point 
by a well led force of determined men 
Night and day the insurgents attack­ 
ed, so there was little sleep for officers 
or men. 
But they seemed to lack the 
nerve to come to close quarters and 
contented themselves with a heavy fire 
from their Mansers and Remingtons. 
Four times I received dispatches from 
headquarters telling me that an attack 
would certainly occur between IO p. in 
and dawn; bat, except a few sharp 
skirmishes, no really serious engage­ 
ment occurred on my front after the 
attack in force on the 26th of Febru­ 
ary.

However, the lines, once estab­ 
lished, were intrenched as rapidly as 
our men could work and strengthened 
night after night and soon became so 
formidable that we were able to hold 
without yielding an inch.

were hidden in trees on both sides of the 
river and all around Guadalupe church. 
Day and night they kept up a con­ 
stant peppering along .th e line, even 
behind our trenches. 
Officers and men 
were wounded, the loss in my brigade 
averaging two a day from these as­ 
saults of an unseen enemy.

e o l i t h side of the Pasig river, and Gen 
eral MacArthur commanding the sec 
end, on the north side. 
As the senior 
cf the brigade commanders I was given 
command of the First division anc 
found the line which I was to occupy 
and defend, in the event of possible 
hostilities, extended from the village of 
Pandacan, on the Pasig river east of 
Manila, 
along the 
winding estuary 
known as the Tripa de Gallina until 
the extreme right of my line connected 
with the left of the Second brigade at 
blockhouse No. 12. 
Even before Christmas the situation 
was strained, and it was easy to see 
that trouble was coming. 
The line be 
tween the so called insurgent territory 
and the limits of Manila was the mid­ 
dle of that little estuary in my front, 
bot the peculiarity of the situation was 
this The insurgents were free to come 
and go, 
passing and repassing the 
bridge at will, wandering all about our 
lines, watching everything we did, vis­ 
iting their families who lived in the 
villages of Pandacan and the suburbs 
of Manila, in the rear of my position, 
whereas we were not permitted to cross 
that bridge. 
Little by little the demeanor of the 
insurgents became more insolent. 
In 
order to convince them of friendly in­ 
tentions we were ordered to treat them 
vnth the utmost consideration. 
Our 
men were required to salute their offi­ 
cers, and it was not long before the 
junior officers of the insurgents re­ 
sponded to these salntes with most inso­ 
lent gestures and jeering 
laughter,

Blockhouse l l, the salient of my line, 
stood IOO yards back of the so called 
Concordia bridge, beyond which, near­

“ Of course the fighting has been 
fierce most of the time, but it has been 
the guerrilla nature of the fighting 
which has been the real hardship. The 
enemy would not let us sleep. 
Some­ 
times we would sink exhausted in the 
mud at night, delighted to have so soft 
a bed, but the bullets would continue 
to spatter about us and managed to 
keep us awake most of the time. Then, 
again, we often lost our men on ac­ 
count of the thinness of the lines. This 
necessitated the abandonment of th* 
ground we had already taken from the 
enemy, and we would have to fight 
again over the same ground when the 
enemy collected on our front. 
“ But there was really some very hard 
fighting at close quarters at times. 
I 
recall that one of our men had his 
thumb bitten off by a native, whom he 
at length succeeded in killing. 
This 
was 
while we 
were 
storming the 
trenches at Lalorna church. The Philip­ 
pine trenches are works of art, indicat­ 
ing that there are many experienced 
engineers among the insurgents. These 
trenches are constructed 15 feet deej 
and as high au a m an’s head, and are 
so shaped that the only way to get the 
insurgents out of them is by storming 
or executing a flank movement, which 
is sometimes very difficult. 
The Fili­ 
pinos are a wily race aud know some­ 
thing of military tactics. 
When they 
retire, they burn their villages, so that 
no shelter will be afforded their enemy, 
thinking perhaps that the Americans 
would occupy their dirty houses. I had 
much rather sleep on the ground w ith­ 
out a blanket than spend a night in one 
of their houses.” —New York Sun.

Co.’s weakly review of trade issued to­ 
day said in paid: 
The past week has brought a rise in 
prices not equalled in any other Week of 
many y e a r s. 
Iron products have ad­ 
vanced 8.82 per cent iii a w«*ek, and pig- 
iron 4.8 per cent, following advances of 
8 per cent iii pig aud 4 per cent in prod­ 
ucts during May. Cotton has advanced 
I jKU* cent and cotton goods 1.2 per cent 
during the week, with woolen goods 8 
per cent and boots and shoes I intr cent. 
A little reaction of ti per cent appears 
in leather and ? per cent iii hides, but 
the characteristic of the time is that ex­ 
pectation of higher prices inducing buy­ 
ing tar iii advance of requirements for 
consumption. 
It is needless to say that this is a syat­ 
torn of daugei, and the most conserva­ 
tive manufacturers, esexually in iron 
iud steel, have striven to avoid it, but 
actual inability to deliver products de­ 
manded leaves them little power, while 
speculation in wool and other lines is 
running away from consumption. 
It is 
a saving feature that quotations are 
quite largely fictitious. 
Almost all the 
goods now being delivered or produced 
in some industries are on prices fixed by 
orders accepted several mon tbs ago, and 
nearly all the iron works being thus 
tied up far ahead, the prices quoted in­ 
dicate not at all what they are getting, 
but what they see fit to ask as a way of 
refusing orders which they cannot ac­ 
cept, or else the bids of impatient buv- 
ers who can find nobody ready to de­ 
liver large quantities. 
During the past week quotations have 
risen for anthracite No. I to $17.50, for 
Bessemer to $18.50 at Pittsburg; for 
Grey forge to $10.25; for billets, with 
practically no sales, to $31; for bars, $2 
IHT ton; for plates and slieots as much; 
for rails to $28; for structural beams 
and angles, $5 per ton, and for wire 
nails, 25 cents per keg. 
But there are 
no accounts of large transactions at 
these or any other prices, though small 
sales of pig last week for Italy aud this 
week for Bremen at market prices, 
with German offers for lh,ooh tons 
southern pig, indicate filar needs abroad 
are quite as great as they are here. 
While there is a better demand for 
woolen goods, so that prices of some 
have advanced, it is not yet possible to 
distinguish heavy speculative operations 
in wool at Boston from efforts of mills 
to buy. The prices current iii all wool- 
growing sections are so high as to pre­ 
vent sales in eastern markets to con­ 
sumers aud traders, who believe that 
mills will presently be forced to pay 
higher prices, are taking the same risk 
they did in the wintei of 189T, not real­ 
izing tile size of stocks sold. 
Atter some .advance wheat suddenly 
declined 2 cents, closing lower for the 
week. 
The estimates of reduction in 
yield are weakened in market jugdinent 
by certainty that spring wheat acreage 
is unknown aud may exceed expecta­ 
tions, aud that the prospect iii spring 
wheat states is excellent. 
Corn has 
shown unusual independence, scarcely 
changing in priea, with exports 2,804,- 
900 bushels, against 4,134,041 bushels 
last year. 
Failures for the week have been 159 
in the United States, against 203 last 
year, and IO in Canada, against 17 last 
year.

H ik es a D ollar. 
The m atter of constructing bicycle 
paths in different counties of the state 
has not only caused interest among 
bicyclists but people generally. 
The 
law which was passed April 21, 1898, 
grants the county commissioners the 
privilege, after IO days’ notice in a 
newspaper of general circulation, of 
collecting a tax or license of $1 from 
every bicyclist. 
Licenses must be is­ 
sued for one year from June I. 
The 
money is collected by the auditor who 
issues a metal tag which must be a t­ 
tached to the front forks of the bicycle 
showing that the license has been paid. 
Money thus collected goes into a bicycle 
fund which is used by the commissioners 
in constructing and repairing bicycle 
paths along and at the side of country 
roads.

Miss Clara Barton, president of the 
American National Red Cross, under 
date of Havana, May 24, has w ritten 
to Major General J. R. Brooke, thank­ 
ing him warmly for his co-operation in 
the work of relieving the 
distress 
among the reconcentrados and giving 
an account of the work the Red Cross 
was doing in Cuba, says the New York 
Sun. In this letter Miss Barton says: 
‘‘I found on my arrival here, May 5 
that our field agent, Dr. J. B. Hubbell, 
was at work in the vicinity of Guines, 
with a small force of practical women 
nurses and a Cuban physician, Dr. 
Carbarelle of this city, as assistant, es­ 
tablishing, or rather, in common par­ 
lance we would say, 
‘making 
up’ 
asylums in th i various towns along 
that section of the country, taking only 
the full orphans of reconcentrados found 
running about the town without shel­ 
ter, food, clothes, a place to sleep or a 
person to care for them, begging at the 
station of travelers as they passed until 
one stepped down from a car with diffi 
culty; unfit to be seen and unsafe to 
touch. 
The first move was to call the 
attention of the mayor and municipal 
authorities to the subject; each saw 
the fearful condition, bot no one could 
see a way out of it. They were too poor, 
too tired, too long suffering and dis­ 
couraged to start anything of them ­ 
selves. 
It was one of those cases where 
an impetus must be given, where a 
little help meant m uch; like the stone 
on the brow of a hill, once loosened 
and touched, it would roll itself. 
"A house of sufficient size on the 
outskirts of the town, with land for a 
garden or greater cultivation, is first 
asked for and readily found and given 
free, disinfected, whitewashed, made 
thoroughly clean, safe and useful; the 
number of children ascertained, a dor­ 
mitory of clean canvas cots, 
with 
sheets, pillows and blankets arranged 
by the nurses, a kitchen provided with 
cooking utensils, a dining room (gener­ 
ally with homemade 
tables), cups, 
plates, knives, forks and spoons for all. 
‘‘A small shipment of supplies is, or 
rather has been, sent from our ware­ 
house in Havana or Santa Clara of food, 
unmade clothing in the m aterial—cali­ 
co, gingham, cotton aud jean. 
The 
children are gathered up, 
or, more 
properly, gather themselves up, in the 
strange hope that something has come 
for them, 
taken into 
their 
home, 
washed, treated for their sores and 
cutaneous diseases, 
their filthy and 
dangerous rags burned until no cloth­ 
ing is left, when, if no other made gar­ 
ments are at hand, they are put into 
bed till the ladies of the town, who 
flock joyfully with their needles and 
sewing machines, can make the neces­ 
sary one garment for each child, which 
takes them out of bed clean and whole­ 
some. 
The second day always finds 
them all np, dressed, fed, clean and 
h«ppy. 
Sometimes there are not over 
80, in other places 75 or 80. 
"The people of the town are so de­ 
lighted with the change that they can­ 
not do enough to help it along. 
The 
women, and especially the young ladies, 
volunteer the making and mending of 
their clothes and go consecutively and 
teach and assist them in the work of 
the home, for they will largely do their 
own work under instructions. 
The 
farmers volunteer to plow the gardens 
aud more land when needed and assist 
them in planting the small seeds, such 
as children can do; we send the seed of 
the best quality, spades, shovels, hoes, 
etc., and of leu good widowed mothers 
go to live with and help them. 
Next a 
loom is arranged for the school, and 
the sight that one sees through tears 
is these little waifs of misfortune sit­ 
ting on their rude bent bes, all anim a­ 
tion, pointing out to each other the big 
letters in the little primer, trying to 
pronounce them correctly and plainly, 
poor little God forsaken creatures that 
two days before were running 
the 
streets, a blight to themselves and a 
terror to others, now taken in, cared 
for, a whole town their patrons and 
protectors, to be loved and cherished as 
its own, as indeed they are, and to be­ 
come a part of it, for these townspeople 
will never desert or abandon them. 
"During seven days I was with Dr. 
Hubbell’s party visiting Gienfuegos, 
Santa Clara and Sagua. 
Meanwhile I 
saw between 400 and 500 of these little 
waifs picked up in smaller towns by 
our people, put into asylums made by 
them in the time, and I left knowing 
that the next two weeks would double 
the number and that the end of tbs 
third week over a thousand of these 
heretofore helpless creatures would be 
safe in homes, happy, clean, well fed, 
instructed, and, best of all. at work 
aud learning how to work. 
" I fear that none of us will be able 
to fully tell how helpful we are finding 
the officers of the army, who seem to 
be striving to carry out the wishes of 
the secretary of war, your own and 


mine. 
AmoDg mein are ma mentis ox 
the civil war General Wilson and Colo­ 
nel Noyes, whose generous assistance in 
plain rations is enabling us to push on 
the work. The great need is for canvas 
cots, as we cannot make the first move 
toward an asylum without beds. 
It is 
scarcely possible to answer the requests 
for asylums, now that they begin to 
know of them. Nothing is ever refused 
or withheld by any man, woman or 
child. The young ladies of the towns 
are banding together to help bring up 
these children. 
It is touching to see 
bow these crushed people needed en­ 
couragement, for the actual help given 
is really very small- 
They are largely 
doing it themselves with the co-opera­ 
tion of the army, with only such as it 
has in abundance, and is dealing out to 
all. 
W ith that help and ours I believe 
that eight months will set- these thou­ 
sands of orphan children in a hopeful 
way to a large degree of self support, i 
under the supervising care of the towns I 
where their lot has fallen. 
I believe 
they will not prove a burden, but a help , 
to those depleted communities, and the 
people themselves feel the same. 
"Assistance in the common rations 
of the army are quite sufficient for 
these children—rice, some eat and lard j 
to cook it with, coffee, bread, beans, 
fish and a little milk, along with what 
we can supply, and these asylums of I 
children will get on very well. 
In a 
year or two they should raise all they 
need. ’ ’

Lieutenant G. W. Logan, navigator 
of the Buffalo, modestly acknowledged 
that the "sw eetheart ship” would soon 
set forth, but added, with a sigh, that 
he feared he would be relieved from 
duty before the auspicious day. 
" I t ’s 
pretty hard,” said he, "for I know I 
could make each one of those young 
women feel thoroughly at home long j 
before we got to Manila! 
However, 
there are others!” 
And with philosoph­ 
ical resignation the dapper officer show­ 
ed his caller over the ship. 
In pleasing detail Lieutenant Logan 
told how’ the Buffalo was launched in 
1893 ; bow she became the crack ship of 
the Morgan line, ami how she was sold 
within a few months to Charles R. 
Flint for the constitutional govern­ 
ment of Brazil, then at war with the 
rebel, Admiral Mello. 
Renamed the Nictheroy, the "sw eet­ 
heart ship,” sailed for Brazil. She car­ 
ried a formidable armament, chief of 
which was a 15 inch dynamite gun. So 
fearsome was she that the rebel fleet 
capitulated as Bixin us she hove in sight 
At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war the United States gov­ 
ernment 
purchased 
the 
Nictheroy, 
rechristened ber the Buffalo, and or­ 
dered her home. She left Rio de Janeiro 
on May 8, 1898, convoyed by the Ore­ 
gon and M arietta, and for many days 
no one knew her fate. 
But she dodged 
the Spanish fleet and reached Newport 
News on June 7, safe and sound. There 
she was thoroughly overhauled, and 
has done excellent work for the navy. 
The fair passengers who will Bail on 
the Buffalo will be glad to hear that 
"she is a fine seagoing vessel, takes 
very little water and ie not inclined to 
roll.” So says her designer, Horace 
See.—New York Journal.

right as necessary. 
Second. —Reverence follows obedience. 
Lack of these leads to crime. The babe 
in the cradle must and will learn these 
principles, in fact, as quickly as love is 
learned by the mother’s kiss, or else dis­ 
obedience and irreverence grow rapid­ 
ly. 
The baby fist and cry are signs or 
the baby spirit which needs direction 
Third. —Self reliance or trustful* »ss of 
one’s own powers of mind and body and 
soul must come after the training or 
subjection to rightful authority.

majority of the committee is of opin­ 
ions that section 6044 prohibits the 
tax inquisitor from receiving any per­ 
centage of taxes upon property wrong­ 
fully or improperly omitted from the 
duplicate, either during the adminis­ 
tration of the estate or the life time of 
the decedent. 
The committee finds in 
looking back over accounts that Char­ 
ters has received daring the last four or 
five years considerable sums of money 
in this way, and thinks the money was 
improperly paid to him and should be 
repaid. 
This will cause a law suit if 
they attempt to do so. 


A C o u n ty L ig h t P la n t. 
The committee recommends that all 
letting of contracts of over 11,000 should 
be made in strict conformity to the law 
by advertising for bids. 
It costs the county $675.14 to light the 
courthouse and jail.

Other matters not nuder the control 
of the commissioners are referred to by 
the committee as follows: 
The jury 
fee, amounting to $189.40 in the city of 
East Liverpool 
versus Cleveland and 
Pittsburg railroad, and the same versus 
George Morton and H. R. Hill were 
paid by the county. 
The committee 
thinks they should have been borne by 
the parties. 
Considerable 
sums of 
money are paid assessors for assistance. 
Assessors are not entitled to pay for as­ 
sistance unless the assistant is appointed 
by the assessor and the county auditor, 
and the territory apportioned between 
them. 
A discontinuance of the prac­ 
tice is advised. 
The commissioners are 
a^ked to look carefully into the legal ad­ 
vertising in cities of over 8,000 inhabit- 
ants, examine carefully the infirmary 
Erectors’ report and to practice rigid 
economy by reason of a present indebt­ 
edness of $65,000, which has been caused 
partly by reason of the legislature from 
time to time placing increased expense 
aPon the county without increasing 
taxes to meet the same.

General K ing arrived at San Frau 
cisco recently from Manila. 
The other 
Hay he wrote tor the N ew York Journal 
the following account of his ow n e x ­ 
periences in the Philipines: 
It is my intention now to speak of 
the Eighth arm y corps and my connec­ 
tion w ith it at Manila. 
Yon may re­ 
member that I had been side tracked, as 
would say, and kept for ten weeks 
at Honolulu, to m y intense disgust, so 
that it was Novem ber, and the failing 
end of it, before I reached Manila and 
was assigned to d u ty in com m and of 
the First brigade of the First division 
At that tim e the E ighth corps was 
made up almost entirely of volunteers. 
The Fourteenth and T w enty-third were 
the only regim ents of regular infantry 
There were six troops. Fourth cavalry, 
two light batteries of the Sixth and a 
foot battalion of the Third artillery 
With this exception the entire organi­ 
zation was m ade up of volunteers from 
the far western states, and the very 
first thing that I noticed was how well 
fed, sturdy and strong tile men looked. 
When I joined, the corps w as or­ 
ganized into 
tw o 
divisions. 
General 


Andersen com m anding the first, on the 
south side of the P asig river, and Gen 
eral MacArthur com m anding the sec 
ond, on the north side. 
As the senior 
cf the brigade com m anders I was given 
command 
of 
the First division ami 
found the line w hich I was to occupy 
and defend, in the event of possible 
hostilities, extended from the village of 
Pandaean, on the P a sig river east of 
Manila, 
along 
the 
w in d in g estuary 
known as the Tripa de Gallina until 
the extreme right o f m y line connected 
with the left of the Second brigade at 
blockhouse No. 12. 
Even before C hristm as the situation 
was strained, and it w as easy to see 
that trouble was com ing. 
The line be­ 
tween the so called insurgent territory 
and the lim its of M anila was the m id­ 
dle of that little estuary in m y front. 
but the peculiarity of the situation was 
this The insurgents were free to come 
and go, 
passing 
and 
repassing 
the 
bridge at will, w andering all about our 
lines, w atching everything we did, v is­ 
iting their fam ilies w ho lived in the 
villages of Pandaean and the suburbs 
of Manila, in the rear of m y position, 
whereas w e were not perm itted to cross 
that bridge. 
Little by little the demeanor of the 
insurgents became more insolent. 
In 
order to convince them of friendly in ­ 
tentions w e were ordered to treat them 
with the utm ost 
consideration. 
Our 
men were required to salute their offi­ 
cers, and it w as not long before the 
junior officers 
of the 
insurgents re­ 
sponded to these salutes w ith most inso­ 
lent gestures 
and 
jeering 
laughter, 
much to the exasperation of our sol­ 
diers 


Blockhouse l l , th e salient of m y line, 
stood IOO yards back of the so called 
| <>ncordia bridge, beyond which, near­ 
ly a mile away, lay the im portant v il­ 
lage of Santa Ana. w hich was the head­ 
w aiters of G eneral Ricarte, w ho was

Oddly enough, as w e bad swept into 
Santa 
Ana 
and rounded up all the 
main body of the insurgents, shells ac­ 
tually began bursting in the plaza in 
front of the beautiful old church under 
whose walls two of the California com ­ 
panies were compelled to huddle for 
shelter 
At least four shells burst in 
unit space within ten minutes, but they 
came from a light battery, far over to 
the north, in General MacArthur’* d i­ 
vision. 
They were aimed at a church 
over on the opposite bank of the Pasig 
and, flying high, lit in Santa Ana 
On Feb. 8 the great and populous 
towns of Pasig and 
the 
villages of 
Pateros and Taguig, at the head of the 
river, sent out their head men, as they 
were termed, to surrender to me. 
My 
line 
then extended nearly six miles 
along the Pasig, and w hen the defense 
line, which was to be intrenched, was 
finally-established by the division com ­ 
mander. 
it 
extended 
from the river 
m idway between 
San 
Pedro 
Macati 
and Guadalupe church, a mile aw ay, 
sw inging over the heights and across 
upon ricefields until it comm unicated 
with the left 
if O venshine’s line to 
ward the village of Passay 
Then it was necessary to heavily re­ 
enforce General M acArthur’* division 
north of Manila in order to enable it to 
advance against heavy intreuchnients 
and capture Caljocau and Malolos, and 
presently the First brigade was reduced 
to almost one-half its original proper 
tions. 
Then we had anxious days and 
nights, for the long, 
thin line could 
readily have been pierced at any point 
by a well led force of determined m en 
N ight and day the insurgents attack 
ed, so there was little sleep for officers 
or men. 
But they seemed to lack the 
nerve to come to close quarters and 
contented themselves with a heavy tire 
from their Mansers and Remingtons. 
Four tim es I received dispatches from 
headquarters telling m e that an attack 
would certainly occur between IO p. rn 
and d a w n ; but, except a few sharp 
skirmishes, 
no really serious e n ga ge­ 
ment occurred un my front after the 
attack in force on the 26th of F ebru­ 
ary. That wa* repulsed with the great­ 
est ease. However, the lines, once estab­ 
lished, were intrenched as rapidly as 
our men could work aud strengthened 
night after night and soon became so 
formidable that we were able to hold 
without yielding an inch. 
But it was 
wearing 
work. 
Their 
sharpshooters 
were hidden in trees on both sides o f the 
river and all around Guadalupe church 
Day and night they kept up a con­ 
stant peppering along, the line, even 
behind our trenches. 
Officers and men 
were wounded, the loss in my brigade 
averaging tw o a day from these as 
saults of an unseen enemy. 
All this 
time, too. the insurgents were gaining 
re-enforcements, until the number in 
front 
far 
exceeded 
the defenders of 
the Am erican line, and it was a great 
relief to everybody w hen the troops be­ 
gan to arrive, bringing the great r e g i­ 
ments of regulars from the States. 
There w as one case where a terrible 
vengeance was wreaked on a body of 
Filipinos who raised the white flag and 
held up their arms in token of su r­ 
render and then shot down the first of 
our men who ran forward to receive their 
arms. Few of that party were left alive. 
Moreover, they were guilty more than 
once of the old Indian trick of luring 
us out b> displaying a flag of truce and 
then firing on our exposed men. 
Upon one occasion this happened a l­ 
most w ithin plain view of Haystack 
knoll, where Major W hite of the N in th 
Dakotas saw a Filipino officer, with one 
or two men bearing aloft a white flag. 
com ing forward toward him, anil 
he 
im m ediately took a small party w ith a 
w hite flag and went forward half way 
to meet them 
No sooner was W bite s 
little detachm ent well out in the open 
in front of our defense than concealed 
insurgents in the thickets opened hre 
upon them 
They used the churches for 
arsenals, storing t h e i r arms and am m u- 
uition under the altars. They fired from 
the sanctuary upon our wounded being 
borne to the rear 
.

H a r d B rr v lr e Mrn o f t h f F i r * ! Nr* 
t»m«kn l i r a Intent H a t e Seen. 
Surgeon R. P. Jensen of the First 
Nebraska regiment, w ho has just re­ 
turned to Omaha from Manila in charge 
of Colonel Stutsenhurg’s body, says that 
less than IOO of the boys are now able 
to return to Nebraska. 
H e says: 
“ Of course the fighting has 
been 
fierce most of the time, but it has been 
the guerrilla nature of 
the fighting 
which has been the real hardship. 
The 
enem y would not let us sleep. 
Som e­ 
tim es we would sink exhausted in the 
mud at night, delighted to have so soft 
a bed, bat the bullets would continue 
to spatter about us and managed to 
keep us awake most of the time. Then, 
again, we often lost our men on ac­ 
count of the thinness of the lines. This 
necessitated th** abandonm ent of th* 
ground w e had already taken from the 
enem y, and we would have to fight 
again over the sam e ground when tbs 
enem y collect* *1 on our front. 
“ But there was really som e very hard 
fighting at close quarters at times. 
I 
recall that one of our men had hi* 
tb u m b bitten off by a native, whom he 
at length succeeded in killing. 
This 
was 
w hile 
w e 
were 
storm ing 
the 
trenches at Latonia chun h. The P h ilip ­ 
pine trenches are works of art, in d icat­ 
ing that th* re are m any experienced 
engineer! am ong the insurgents. These 
trenches are constructed 15 feet de* j 
aud us high as a m a n ’s head, and ar* 
so shaped that the only way to get th* 
insurgents out of them is by storm ing 
or executing a flank movement* which 
is som etim es very difficult. 
The F ili­ 
pino* are a w ily race and know som e­ 
th in g of m ilitary tactics. 
When they 
retire, they burn their villages, so that 
no shelter w ill be afforded their enem y, 
thinking perhaps that the Am ericans 
w oald occupy their dirty houses. I had 
m uch rather sleep on the ground w ith ­ 
out a blanket than spend a night in one 
of their houses.” — N ew York Sun.
